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IVIARKET  REVIEW 

At  the  end  of  May,  refiner's  stocks  of  sugar  were  higher  thaji  at  any- 
time since  July  1941  .  Total  refiner 's  stocks  of  918,  000  tons  were  about 
300,000  tons  larger  than  on  the  same  date  either  last  year  or  as  an 
average  for  the  five-year  period  1955-59.  These  stocks  expandedan 
additional  20,000  tons  by  June  18,  I960. 

Despite  the  large  stocks  and  the  continuing  heavy  arrivals  of  raw  sug- 
ar, refiner s  began  purchasing  some  raw  sugar  at  increasingly  higher 
prices  after  June  9  and  by  the  15th  the  spot  price  in  bags,  adjusted  to 
a  duty  paid  basis ,  had  risen  to  6.40  cents  per  poiind  from  the  6.05  cent 
level  that  had  prevailed  for  almost  a  month.  After  the  increase  in  the 
spot  price  of  raw  sugar,  refiners  announced  a  0 . 20  cent  per  pound 
price  increase  for  refined  sugar  in  the  Northeast  and  Chicago-West 
territories.  For  packaged  sugar  the  effective  date  was  announced  as 
June  16  but  for  bulk  granulated  and  liquid  sugar  aji  effective  date  of  the 
close  of  business  July  1  was  announced.  However,  the  refiners  con- 
tinued to  take  package  as  well  as  bulk  amd  liquid  business  in  these  ter- 
ritories at  the  old  prices  for  shipment  through  July  1,  I960.  Later 
some  refiner  s  announced  a  .20  cent  price  increase  in  the  Gulf  territory 
with  orders  at  the  old  price  through  July  15.  Actual  prices  through  June 
appear  to  be  unchanged  by  these  announcements. 

During  the  period  January- June  15,  spot  raw  sugar  prices  at  New  York 
averaged  6.06  cents  per  pound  and  refined  grajixilated  sugar  prices  at 
New  York  in  100  pound  bags  averaged  9.26  cents  per  pound.  During 
the  same  period  last  year,  the  raw  sugar  price  averaged  6.07  cents 
per  pound  and  refined  sugar  9.22  cents  per  pound. 

Charges  to  quotas  through  May  as  shown  in  Table  19  indicate  a  total  in- 
crease during  I960  over  those  of  last  year  of  about  700,000  tons.  Ap- 
proximately 460 , 000  tons  of  this  increase  is  sugar  authorized  for  entry 
after  May  that  would  not  have  been  included  under  the  procedures  fol- 
lowed in  1959 . 

Total  deliveries  of  sugar  for  United  States  consumption  through  May 
were  down  about  100,000  tons  from  the  seasonally  high  deliveries  of 
last  year  for  the  same  period  but  about  100,000  tons  above  the  five 
year  1955-59  average.  However,  during  the  fir  st  eighteen  days  of  June, 
deliveries  exceeded  those  for  the  same  period  last  year  by  81,000  tons 
and  the  cumulative  I960  total  deliveries  were  only  18,000  tons  below 
those  of  .19.59  for  _the_  ^^me  p^jrijod.  Refiners'  deliveries  during  this 
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June  period  were  70,000  tons  higher  than  for  the  same  period  in  1959 
and  by  June  18  refiners'  cumulative  deliveries  exceeded  those  of  1959 
by  about  31,000  tons.  With  the  refined  sugar  price  increase  aunnounced 
in  some  territories,  June  deliveries  should  continue  at  higher  rates 
than  those  of  last  year  and  by  the  end  of  the  month  total  deliveries  are 
expected  to  exceed  those  for  the  first  half  of  last  year. 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  through  May  were  40,000  tons  less  than  for  the 
same  period  last  year.  With  beet  sugar  stocks  at  the  end  of  May  about 
135,000  tons  higher  than  last  year,  the  marketing  potential  for  beet 
sugar  this  summer  is  very  substantially  above  that  of  last  year.  By  the 
end  of  June,  beet  sugar  deliveries  should  at  least  equal  the  total  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  last  year  when  an  earlier  price  move 
caused  over-sized  May  deliveries.  Beet  sugar  deliveries  during  June 
1957-58-59  averaged  21 1 , 000  tons  but  totaled  only  175,000  tons  during 
June  1959. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  through  June  18,  I960  was  about985,000 
tons,  raw  value.  Although  a  considerable  quantity  of  cane  was  still 
available,  indications  were  that  only  about  15,000  tons  of  additional 
sugar  woiild  be  produced.  Sugar  production  from  the  previous  year 's 
crop  amounted  to  1,087,000  tons,  raw  value. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  through  May  I960  was  about  30,000  tons 
below  last  year's  production  to  that  date  and  about  125,000  below  that 
of  1957,  the  last  year  before  the  strike.  Calendar  year'production  was 
expected  to  approximately  equal  the  975,000  tons  produced  in  1959  • 
Cane  that  had  been  growing  during  the  strike  in  1958  was  adversely 
affected  by  the  lack  of  irrigation,  weed  and  pest  control  and  fertiliz- 
ation. Until  now,  cane  suffering  this  setback  or  planted  after  the  strike 
and  not  up  to  normal  maturity  has  accounted  for  most  of  the  cane  har- 
vested. The  end  of  the  strike  occurred  about  two  years  ago  so  that  here- 
after most  Ccine  harvested  will  have  had  a  normal  post- strike  growing 
period . 

The  spot  price  for  world  raw  sugar  averaged  3.05  cents  per  pound 
f.a.s.  Cuba  for  the  month  of  May  but  had  declined  to  2.90  cents  by 
June  22.  Despite  the  oft-mentioned  tightness  of  available  supplies  un- 
der the  present  International  Sugar  Agreement  quota  restrictions  ,  there 
seems  to  be  no  anxiety  on  the  part  of  buyers  over  future  supplies  and 
no  reluctance  on  the  part  of  sellers  to  supply  sugar  at  present  prices. 
The  September  futures  market  followed  the  same  pattern  and  declined 
from  3.18  cents  on  May  10  to  2.87  cents  on  J\ine  24. 
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A  total  of  107,307  metric  tons  of  sugar  was  surrendered  under  the 
terms  of  Article  11  (1)  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  and  was 
redistributed  on  May  25.

Denmark,  the  Netherlands,  Poland,  Portugal  and  the  U.S.S.R.  for- 
mally renounced  the  right  to  fill  the  deficits  which  the  Council  had  de- 
clared against  them.  The  following  countries,  however,  retained  the 
right  to  export  the  following  tonnages  which  are  in  excess  of  their 
Council-determined  quotas  in  effect: 
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Belgium  18,800,  Haiti  20,000  and  Indonesia  100,000,  metric  tons, 
raw  value . 

The  beet  crop  appear s  to  be  progres sing  favorably  in  all  Europe  except 
Belgium  wbe  re  more  rainfall  is  needed.  Latest  reports  received  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  indicate  that  rains  in  the  Ukraine  arrived 
in  time  to  allow  for  replanting  of  grain  blown  out  by  the  dust  storms 
mentioned  in  the  May  Sugar  Reports.  It  is  expected  that  the  sugar  beet 
crop  was  planted  in  time  and  under  favorable  conditions. 

One  of  the  large  brokerage  firms  estimates  Cuban  sales  for  I960  ship- 
ment to  the  World  Market,  as  of  June  8,  at  2,316,339  metric  tons. 
Under  the  new  quota  stated  above,  that  would  leave  334,867  metric  tons 
to  be  soldfor  I960  shipment.  Exports  in  I960  as  of  June  4  are  reported 
by  a  trade  source  to  have  totaled  1,494,865  Spanish  long  tons,  equiv- 
alent to  1,540,309  metric  tons  or  58  percent  of  Cuba's  current  ISA 
quota  in  effect. 
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SUGAR  DISAPPEARANCE  IN  19  59 
by

This  is  the  fourth  annual  analysis  in  Sugar  Reports  of  the  supply  and 
disposition  of  sugar  in  the  United  States  .  (For  earlier  analyses  see 
Sugar  Reports  62,  74  and  86,  June  1957,  1958  and  1959).  The  purpose 
is  to  blend  together  all  of  the  varied  series  of  data  bearing  on  sugar 
disposition  in  the  United  States,  balance  out  such  data  with  the  more 
complete  data  on  supplies  and  deduce  the  best  estimate  we  can  of  the 
"disappearance"  of  sugar  into  various  uses  and  through  various  chan- 
nels of  distribution.  It  is  expected,  of  course,  that  "disappearance" 
may  differ  considerably  from  the  more  familiar  data  on  "deliveries" 
or  "distribution"  by  primary  distributors  .  The  approach  and  method 
used  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  earlier  analyses,  detailed  in  Sugar 
Reports  62 . 

The  major  break-down  of  both  supplies  and  disposition  for  each  of  the 
years  1952-59  is  shownin  Table  1.  The  1959  domestic  "disappearance" 
of  quota  sugar  (excluding  imported  liquid  sugar),  increased  by  128,000 
tons  overl958toreacha  record  total  of  9,  135, 000  tons  .  This  increase 
compares  with  the  more  publicized  figures  concerning  deliveries  by 
primary  distributors  which  rose  by  151,000  tons.  Stocks  held  by  in- 
dustrial users ,  wholesalers,  and  retailers  increased  by  3,000  tons, 
and  constructive  deliveries  by  43,000  tons. 

Of  particular  note  in  this  1959  end-use  sugar  story  were  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  A  return  of  household  receipts  to  their  19  52-59  growth  pattern,  in 
contrast  to  the  unusually  high  level  of  1958. 

2.  A  continued  sharp  increase  in  sugar  use  by  the  beverage  industry, 
(mostly  bottled  soft  drinks)  apparently  to  a  level  in  1959  about  equal 
to  or  slightly  higher  than  the  use  of  sugar  in  bakery ,  cereal  and  allied 
products,  which  had  been  the  largest  industrial  sugar  user. 

3.  A  resumption  of  increased  total  sugar  use  by  hotels,  restaurants 
and  institutions  .

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4.  A  continuing  diminishment  in  volume  of  sugar  moving  through  whole- 
salers, particularly  to  manufacturer  s  of  sugar  containing  products  and 
to  a  lesser  extent  to  retailers,  in  contrast  with  increased  deliveries 
by  wholesalers  to  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions. 

5.  The  record  high  "constructive  deliveries"  of  sugar  at  the  end  of 
1959  --  136,000  tons. 

The  3,  124,000  tons  of  sugar  received  by  households  were  55,000  tons 
less  than  in  19  58,  but  otherwise  the  largest  on  record.  Sugar  dis- 
appearance to  all  industrial  uses,  at  5,090,000  tons,  was  133,000  tons 
larger  than  in  1958  and  to  hotels,  restaurants,  and  institutions,  at 
832,000  tons,  was  54,000  tons  larger  --  both  reaching  record  levels. 

A  notable  decrease,  accenting  a  continuing  trend,  occurred  in  deliv- 
eries through  wholesalers  .  This  is  not  shown  in  the  tables  because  the 
volume  moving  through  wholes cde  channels  ends  up  in  other  categories  . 
Wholesalers  appear  to  have  delivered  58,000  tons  less  sugar  to  re- 
tailers than  in  1958 ,  a  little  greater  reduction  than  the  decline  of  55,000 
tons  in  household  receipts,  the  category  in  which  most  retail  deliv- 
eries show  up  in  the  tables  .  Even  more  significant  was  the  apparent 
change  in  deliveries  by  wholesaler  s  to  industrial  sugar  users.  This  de- 
crease was  138,000  tons  despite  a  133,000  ton  increase  in  industrial 
use  requirements.  In  other  words,  it  appears  that  direct  deliveries  to 
industrial  us  ers  by  sugar  refiners  ,  processors  and  importers  increased 
about  twice  as  much  as  total  industrial  use.  In  contrast  to  this,  how- 
ever, hotels,  restaurants,  and  institutions  appear  to  have  received 
from  wholesalers  43 ,  000  of  their  54,000  ton  increase  in  requirements. 

The  story  of  the  changing  pattern  of  sugar  disappearance  is  developed 
more  fully  on  three  bases  in  Tables  2,  3  and  4  in  aggregates  and  de- 
partures from  trend,  in  terms  of  pounds  per  capita  and  in  percent- 
age distribution  of  totals  among  types  of  use. 

1959  disappearance  in  relation  to  1952-59  trends  (Table  2) . 

To  reflect  more  precisely  recent  developments,  use  or  receipts  of 
sugar  during  the  19  52-59  period  have  been  used  for  establishing  trends 
in  tliis  analysis  rather  than  the  1950-57  period  used  in  previous  re- 
views. The  trends  for  1952-59  may  be  considered  more  realistic  be- 
cause the  19  50-57  period  included  the  year  of  the  Korean  incident  at 
the  beginning  and  that  of  Suez  and  Hungary  near  the  end.  The  1952-59

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basis  brings  clearly  into  focus  that:  (1)  the  1959  use  of  sugar  was  very 
close  to  the  1952-59  growth  pattern;  (2)  the  trend  in  total  household  re- 
ceipts is  upward  (a  reverse  of  the  1950-57  period  indication),  but  to  a 
lesser  degree  than  for  other  groups  and;  (3)  the  trends  for  all  major 
groups  diverge  less  from  the  overall  trend  in  total  disappearance  than 
when  examined  in  relation  to  the  1950-57  period. 

Household  receipts  of  sugar  in  total  trended  upward  by  1  . 3  percent  on 
a  1952-59  basis  as  contrasted  to  a  0.1  downward  trend  on  a  1950-57 
basis,  the  only  group  to  show  a  trend  reversal.  Record  high  household 
deliveries  were  made  in  1950  and  1958.  The  exclusion  of  the  high  early 
year  and  inclusion  of  the  large  consumer-size  package  deliveries  in 
1958,  a  high  recent  year,  is  reflected  both  in  the  change  in  direction 
of  the  trend  for  household  receipts  and  the  upping  of  the  annual  trend 
in  national  total  of  all  uses  from  1.5  percent  of  the  1950-57  average 
to  1 . 7  percent  of  the  1952-59  average.  The  upward  trend  in  all  indus- 
trial uses  was  modified  from  2.3  percent  annually  on  a  1950-57  basis 
to  1.9  percent  on  a  1952-59  basis,  and  hotels,  restaurants  and  insti- 
tutions from  3 . 1  to  2 .  7  percent.  The  annual  increases  in  trends  among 
the  individual  industrial  sub-groups  were  larger  than  the  1.7  percent 
trend    in  popxzlation  growth  and  total  sugar  use. 

Only  for  certain  individual  industrial  sub-groups  did  1959  use  of  sugar 
vary  by  more  than  one  percent  from  the  1952-59  trend.  Among  the 
industrial  sub-groups  the  1959  use  of  sugar  in  bakery,  cereal  and  allied 
products  was  down  3 . 6  percent  from  the  trend  (after  being  2.2  percent 
above  trend  in  1958),  and  in  beverages  it  was  3.4  percent  above  the 
trend  (after  being  1.7  percent  below  trend  in  1958).  Other  industrial 
sub-groups  varied  by  smaller  amounts  from  their  trends  --  ice  cream 
and  dairy  products  1.7  percent  above,  canned  bottled  frozen  foods, 
jams,  jellies,  and  preserves  0.5  percent  above,  and  confectionery  0.2 
percent  above  trend. 

Per  capita  sugar  use  (Table  3) . 

The  relative  importance  of  each  type  of  use  is  easily  seen  in  terms  of 
pounds  per  capita.  Table  3  presents  the  1952-59  averages  and  the  an- 
nual data  for  1958  and  1959.  The  changes  in  relative  importance  of  the 
various  uses  with  purely  year-to-year  factors  compensated,  are  meas- 
ured as  changes  from  the  eight  year  averages  in  pounds  per  capita. 
The  total  per  capita  use  in  1959  was  virtually  the  same  as  the  average.

Per  capita  disappearance  of  sugar  during  1959  at  103.2  poxinds,  was 
about  equal  to  the  eight  year  1952-59  average,  but  it  was  0.3'pound 
below  1958  disappearance ,  receipts  by  households  being  the  only  major 
group  showing  a  decrease.  Household  receipts  were  down  1.2  poxinds 
from  1958  and  0.6  pounds  from  the  eight  year  average.  Industrial  sugar 
use  at  57 .  5  pounds  was  up  0.  5  pound  from  both  1958  and  the  eight  year 
average,  and  hotel,  restaurant,  and  institutional  use  was  up  0.5  and 
0.3  pound  from  19  58  and  the  eight  year  average,  respectively.  Among 
the  industrial  sub-groups  sugar  use  in  bcikery,  cereal  and  allied  prod- 
ucts was  down  by  0  , 8  pound  to  a  level  within  0.1  pound  of  the  eight 
year  average,  and  in  beverages  it  was  up  1.8  pounds,  to  a  level  1.9 
pound  above  the  eight  year  average  .  The  use  of  sugar  by  the  canning 
and  allied  trades  and  by  ice  cream  ajid  dairy  product  manufacturers 

increased  slightly  as  compared  with  both  1958  and  the  eight  year  av- 
age. 
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Beginning  in  1957  deliveries  reported  by  primary  distributors  as  being 
shipped  to  "multiple  and  miscellaneous  food"  users  were  identified 
more  completely  with  specific  industrial  sub-groups.  1/ 

Proportionate  use  of  industrial  sugar  by  types  (Table  4). 

The  principal  year-to-year  changes  in  relative  importance  of  the  spec- 
fied  individual  industrial  sub-groups  was  the  decrease  in  bakery,  ce- 
real and  allied  products  and  the  increase  in  beverages  (mostly  bottled 
soft  drinks),  each  accounting  for  about  27.5  percent  of  the  industrial 
totalinl959.  Canned,  bottled  and  frozen  foods  including  jam  s  ,  jellies 
and  preserves  increased  by  0  .  5  percentage  points  in  importance,  and 
ice  cream  and  dairy  products  by  0  .  2  percentage  points;  confectionery 
decreased  by  0  .  2  percentage  points  in  importance  in  1959,  as  compared 
with  1958. 


\J  After  determining  the  estimated  use  of  sugar  by  major  groups  as 
detailed  in  Sugar  Reports  62,  June  19  57,  the  quantity  of  sugar  used  by 
specified  industrial  sub-groups  is  estimated,  taking  one  sub-group  at 
a  time.  In  estimating  the  approximate  use  of  sugar  for  each  specified 
sub-group,  consideration  is  given  to  (1)  direct  deliveries  of  sugar  by 
primary  distributors  by  types  of  buyers,  (2)  estimates  by  the  Census 
Bureau  in  its  annual  survey  for  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  of 
sugar  receipts  and  stocks  of  industrial  establishments,  (3)  reports  by 
industrial  sugar  user  groups,  and  (4)  other  applicable  information. 
The  difference  between  the  industrial  total  and  the  total  of  the  speci- 
fied sub-groups  is  the  amount  which  is  permitted  to  remain  in  the 
"multiple  and  miscellaneous  food  "  sub-group  for  any  given  year.  Thus 
the  latter  sub-group  is  a  residual  category  and  is  generally  more 
subject  than  the  specified  sub-groups  to  relatively  large  annual  vari- 
ation. It  may  be  recalled  that  primary  distributors  reporting  deliveries 
by  types  of  buyer  s  include  in  the  multiple  and  miscellaneous  sub-group 

quantities  of  sugar  for  which  specific  category  of  use  is  not  initially 
known .

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 


1.  May  I960  sugar  deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption,  784, 000  short 
tons,  rawvsdue  (preliminary),  down  184,000  tons  from  May  19  59,  but 
up  84,000  tons  from  April  I960.  Deliveries  January-May  I960, 
3,415,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  97 , 000  tons,  or 
2.8  percent  from  same  19  59  period.  Final  data  for  April  I960  deliv- 
eries, 700,000  tons  --  previously  published  preliminary  as  703,000 
tons . 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  May  28,  I960  were  1,994,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  515,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier, 
and  up  40,000  tons  from  end  April  I960.  During  May  I960  refiners' 
stocks  increased  by  152,000  tons,  and  importers'  of  direct-consump- 
tion sugar  stocks  increased  by  about  14,000  tons;  beet  processors' 
stocks  decreased  by  122,000  tons  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors' 
stocks  by  about  5,000  tons. 

3.  Quota  charges  January-May  I960  were  4,418,000  short  tons,  raw 
vcdue,  up  697,  000  tons  from  same  1959  period  .  However ,  about  460,000 
tons  of  this  increase  is  sugar  authorizeid  for  entry  after  the  end  of  May 
that  would  not  have  been  included  under  the  procedures  followed  in 
1959. 

4.  Regionally,  January-April  I960  sugar  deliveries  were  0.4  to  8.5 
percent  larger  than  they  were  during  the  same  1959  period,  except  to 
the  Western  region  where  they  were  about  5  percent  smaller.  As  was 
the  case  during  the  Januaiy-March  I960  period,  the  smallest  January- 
April  I960  increase  was  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  and  the  largest 
to  the  Southern  region;  to  the  New  England  and  North  Central  regions 
the  increases  were  about  3  and  5  percent,  respectively.
